Washington, July 22—A resolution 
asking President Wilson to proclaim 
martial law in the District of Colum­ 
bia because.of rioting between whites 
and negroes today was introduced in 
the house by Representative Emerson, 
Ohio. 
Senator Harrison, Mississippi, in­ 
troduced a bill to require the District 
of Columbia Traction Company to 
operate separate cars for whites and 
negroes. 
Representative 
Clark, 
Florida, 
tsked that a >pecial house committee 
ie named to investigate the race riots. 
ills resolution asked w hat police were 
doing ft) stop the disorders which 
lave gripped the national capital for 
three nights, resulting in four deaths 
and more than fifty wounded. 
Ile said it was the solemn duty of 
the federal government to take im­ 
mediate action 
to restore 
order. 
Washington’s police are trying to 
prevent the sale of firearms in Mary­ 
land and Virginia as well as in the 
District of Columbia. 
Four hundred soldiers and marines 
re-enforcing the seven hundred po­ 
lice of the national capital were un­ 
able to cope 
with 
the mob. 
While 
they were 
fighting rioters 
in one j 
place, another outbreak would 
be 
recorded from a quarter of the city 
blocks distant. 
The negroes, better armed than the 
whites, appeared to have the best of 
several encounters. 
Early this 
morning 
automobiles 
crowded with yelling blacks, many of 
them armed, 
were dashing 
about 
street-, in 
the 
residential districts, 
defying the whites to “come on.” 
The coming of daylight and a ter­ 
rific thunderstorm which deluged the 
city put an end to the fighting-. But 
the police heads fear it will be re­ 
sumed tonight. , 
The dead reported 
this morning 
were Detective Sergeant Harry Wil­ 
son, Kenneth 
Crall 
Randall 
Neal 
and Thomas Armstrong, 
the

latter being negroes. Detective Ser­ 
geant B. W. Thompson and Private 
Albert Lurk of the 
marines, were 
believed in a dying condition.

Chicago, July 22—Twelve deadlaml 
twenty-five injured 
was the 
final 
count today of casualties in Chica­ 
go’s most modern tragedy—the fall 
of an air craft through the skylight 
of a metropolitan business building. 
Coroner 
Hoffmann's 
jury 
first 
heard eye-witness tell of the spec­ 
tacular 
accident. 
W. 
Young, the 
Goodyear representative 
with 
the 
“blimp” refused 
to testify, his at­ 
torney advising that 
he might in­ 
criminate himself. 
Late yesterday a 160-foot dirigible 
fell, blazing, into the counting room 
of the Illinois Trust & Savings Com­ 
pany. Two members of the “Wing- 
foot” express and nine employes of 
the bank were among the dead. Most 
of them were burned to death when 
the gas bi^’ with its heavy fusilades 
burst through steel and plate glass 
and spread burning gasoline 
in all 
directions. 
A score of investigations headed 
by the coroner and the state attorney 
opened today. Seventeen men mostly 
employes of 
the Goodyear 
Rubber 
Company, owners of the Wingfoofc, 
were held for examination* 
The dirigible sailed over the city 
at a height of five hundred feet. 
Thousands watching from the street 
saw a flicker of flame at the rear of 
the bag, then four black dots drop­ 
ping over the side, then the crumpling 
and twisting dirigible slid downward, 
overtaking the dots and crashing into 
the building. 
Of all the building in Chicago’s 
business district, the “Blimp” chose 
the one likely victim for such an ac­ 
cident. 
The biAik building, a two 
story structure, squatting among the 
giants of Chicago’s financial district, 
was the only one with a skylight of 
such proportions. 
The heavy machinery of the dirig­ 
ible brought the bag down with such 
force that steel supports for the 
heavy glass were snapped like match­ 
es. 
Workers in the bank, it was af­ 
ter customers hours—sawT a shadow 
over the skylight. 
There was the 
crash, then the room was filled with 
roaring flame. 
Six wdf^dead almost 
instantly. 
Others singed»by the ter­ 
rific heat of burning gasoline, fought 
blinding for the few exits. 
Workers 
on the balcony rushed to the windows, 
a few attempting the short jump to 
the street. 
The flames were controlled only a f­ 
ter the gasoline had been burned from 
the floor.

review* of the tabulation compiled by 
the county auditor sh ow s that in the 
main the appraisements in each tax­ 
ing trait arc approximately tw*ice as 
large as one year ago. 
This indi­ 
cates that the local assessors have 
followed their instructions and have 
earned out the spirit of the new law. 
The total appraisement in Jackson 
countv, 
exclusive of 
corporations 
which come within the sole authority 
of the state board of tax commis­ 
sioners, is $25,013,030 for this year 
as compared to $14,757,140 for 1918 
The figures for last year include the 
banks but not the public utility cor­ 
porations and the railroads. On this 
basis it i- 
predicted that 
the ap­ 
praisement under the new tax law 
will be> approximately double that of 
last year. 
It is yet to early 
to figure just 
what the rate of taxation in the var­ 
ious units will be for 1920, but it is 
known that it will be greatly reduced. 
In Seymour the rate this year was 
$4.02 a hundred. 
The law provides 
that a greater sum of money cannot 
be raised under the current assess­ 
ment for next year than was raised 
under the old assessment tins year. 
It is not likely 
on the 
face of the 
present figures, that the rate will be 
reduced by one-half, but it is con­ 
fidently 
believed 
that a 
rate ap­ 
proaching fifty per-cent of the 1919 
rate will prevail in 1920. 
Under the old law* the basis of ap­ 
praising property was not uniform

value and already prospective buyers 
are beginning to look to these figures 
as a criterion of the worth of pro­ 
perty in which they are interested.

lawful speed which automobiles and 
motorcycles may be driven are well 
known to automobile owners, and, of 
course, are included in the order of 
the chief of police. 
Complaints have been frequently 
made here that motorists open the 
“cut outs" on their/machines result­ 
ing in a. loud and continuous cracking 
noise which is objectionable at all 
times and especially during the wee 
small hours of the morning when the 
tired and weary urbanite is trying 
to get a little rest before the faith­ 
ful alarm clock sings its merry song 
in the morning. 
Almost any time of 
the night machines may he heard rac­ 
ing through some part of the city, 
and it is thought that much of this 
useless noise can be eliminated by 
the enforcement of the muffler or­ 
dinance. 
Considerable trouble has been ex­ 
perienced with motorists who display 
only one license number plate on 
their machines. 
Tile state lawr re­ 
quires that two plates shall be ex­ 
hibited. 
One shall be placed on the 
front of the machine, the law pro­ 
vides, and the other on the rear of 
the machine at such at point that 
the tail lamp will shed a white light 
on tile numerals. 
Many machines 
carry hut one number plate, the oth­ 
er probably having been lost and the 
owners neglecting to secure a dup­ 
licate. 
The dimmer law is another regu­ 
lation that has not been enforced in 
the city and especially on the country 
highways. 
In the city the complaints 
are not a" numerous as in the coun­ 
try. 
Th© strong, white light of the 
electric lamp blinds a motorist when 
it is thrown directly in his eyes and 
the dimmer law was enacted 
as a 
met hod to prevent possible collisions 
and other accidents by night drivers. 
The state law provides further that 
rail lights must be kept burning on all 
machines 
whether 
in 
motion 
or 
parked on a street or public highway. 
The practice has become prevalent 
here to extinguish all lights on auto­ 
mobiles when they are left parked on 
the streets. 
Hereafter the tail lights 
mu>t be kept burning, the police say.
